The municipdlity~ 
have subscribed 120,000 ducats for the festivities, and 
ladders which were placed before the grand gateway of 
the palace puzzled us all asto what was to be done, until 
we found that the lilies had been erased from the marble 
escutcheons by the bands of some impious workman. 
commission has been appointed to direct the festivities, 
and we are to have a general illumination, such as the 
world has never seen before, and dowries are to 
be given to happy and expectant spinsters, and a ball 
is to be given to Victor Emmanuel; but time will 
reveal what there is in store for as, Meanwhile, the 
means by which political and spiritual liberty are to be 
obtained lie loviagly by one another on the stalls in the 
streets, and pistols and Bibles are all the go. “ How 
many New Testaments have you sold?”

Your offences have now 
reached the climax that compels me to set troops in 
motion for for your extermination, and I have conse- 
quently — a T’ai-yuen-shih (Generalissimo) to 
precede me on the way to Shanghai 

Although I should properly spare you on no account 
whatever, yet, apart irom p » I have still a 
merciful intention towards you, and therefore once 
more emphatically advise and direct you at once on see- 
ing this to refurm. I have hitherto taken cities without 
number, and it would behove you to amend your faults, 
and so be in the way of having your lives spared, From 
the first outbre:k of righteousness in Kwangsi, until 
the present time, ten years have passed, during which 
time no enemy could withstand, and no attack could 
repress us. Should your little place, a Span in 
size, brave us and refuse to Ea caw 4 fey yee 
an intelligent city enough, 
and the evil, and make their choice (of sides). I issue 
this proclamation strongly to com mand and advise you ; 
you know that an egg can’t oppose a stone ; make up 
your minds, then, speedily, and submit yourselves ; and 
when the soldiers shall have come, not one fraction of 
anything shall be exacted from you. If you won t put 
confidence in me, but run away, every one of you, with 
the idea that you can withstand me, why, do exactly as 
you please. I Will establish my will firm as a mountain, 
and my commands shall be as flowiog water.

It was planned that on the night of the 8th of July 
several of the conspirators should t gu illness, and 
consequently would be removed to the open hospital 
adjoining the jail, from whence they could easily make 
their egress, aud it was arranged they should sur- 
prise the sentry on daty, and despatch him, after 
which i Ar io to fail on the guard, who are 
usually a inside, It was then agreed that the 
prisoners within the jail should surprise the European 
jailer and his turnkey, and after murdering them 
they could easily make their escape from the prison, 
whence it was arranged that they should be divided 
into three parties; one, headed by that notorious 
pirate, Mah Chow Wong, would march on Government 
House aud murder the governor and the surgeon who 
lived close by; another party, under Yeep Sung Po 
alas John Kaglishman, woud rush on the town, burn- 
ing all the houses and massacring the inhabitants. The 
others would follow Alipo and Assam and attack the 
sepoys at the barfacks; and it turned out in the evidence 
that their idea was, that so soon as the Europeans were 
lied the sepoys would take to their heels, whereby 
the convicts could proceed unmolested to the spot ot 
embarkation, aud depart in his Fxcellency the Go- 
vernor’s boat and another belonging to the late Mr. 
Solomon, Mack Bue, a Chineso sawyer—once a 
couvict—but then employed outside—had engaged to 
supply them with a large quantity of gaopowder, and 
tor which Mah Chow Wong supplied him with funds. 
The day fixed for the coup detat turned out very 
unfavourable for the convicts, as it rained in torrents 
and was extremely dark. The inhabitants retired to 
rest that night littl thinking of their impending 
danger, and fortuvately were permitted to see the light 
eo! the next day, owing to the violence of the elements, 
which daunted those icrocious pirates and felons, who 
would have imbrued their hands in innocent blood, and 
on the following morning the glorious sight of 
an English man of war steaming in blighted their 
dastard hopes, and one of them, named Si ‘Tiang, 
who could no longer keep his feelings pent up with- 
in his own breast, but must needs disclose their in- 
tended proceedings to the governor's gardener, who 
was prevented from telling his master owing to his 
absence but immediately upon his return his honour 
was startled with the injurmation of the base plot, but be- 
haved firmly in that exigeney, and quelled the scheme at 
once, Four long parangs were discovered in the jail 
concealed several feet beneath the sandy flooring of 
their room. Monday and Tuesday, the 16th and 
17th July, were appointed as the days of trial for the 
five ringleaders, who were charged with “ conspiring 
with Mec Sue and others, to break open the convicts’ 
jail, release the burn the houses of the Euro- 
peans and murder them“ They were each sentenced 
to five years’ imprisoument, with hard labour in the jail, 
beyond their original sentence. Whata difference be- 
tween the term of sentence of punishment and the 
magnitude of the intended crime! The chief ring- 
leader, Mah Chow Wong, was originally sentenced to 
Hongkong to be imprisoned in Labuan for 25 years, 
and it will bea matter of great indifference to him to 
be senténced only for a period of five years longer.
